Prince Alexander of Bulgaria de- 
clined to accept the proposition on the 
ground that Bulgaria had not received such 
a request. The Servians have evacuated the 
Widdin district and the amount of war in- 
demnpity payable by Servia to Bulgaria is 
fixed,

A large number ot Indians were present at 
the execution, The condemned in their last 
speech acknowledged the justice of their sen- 
tence and called upon their people to take 
warning by their tate. They thanked the 
police for their kindness and amidst prayer 
by the priest the drop tel! and all was over.

Two hundred and thirty-nine deaths from 
small pox in Montrealduring the week end- 
ing Nov. llth.

But what else can be expected 
in a city where some of the leading papers 
back up armed resistance to the sanitary po- 
lice and denounce the authority which com- 
pels sanitary precautions and isolation as ty- 
ranny. That such a state of public feeling 
should exist anywhere upon this continent is 
a disyrace,. 

Tis MacLeod “Gazette cites the Calgary 
Herald as authority that Mr. Pearce’s adjust 


ment of land claims in that vicinity was sat- 
factory. Perhaps it was to the Herald. But 
the citizens expressed their appreciation of 
its merits by asking the minister of the in- 
terior forthe abolition of the land board 
through which Mr. Pearce’s decisions were 
given effec. As to whether or not the de- 
cisions were satisfactory in the Prince Albert 
country, the rising at the South Brauch fur- 
nishes a sufticient answer. 

Tuk Montreal city council adjourned on 
the 16th ‘as a protest against the odious vio 
lation of the laws of justice and humanity in 
the execution of Riel.” The same evening 
the efligies of Sir John A. Macdonald, Sir 
Hector Langevin, Sir A. P. Caron and Col. 
Ouimet were burned by a mob of five thous: 
and people headed by students from Victo- 
ria University. In Quebec flags were hang at 
half mast and incendiary proclamations is- 
sued for an indignation meeting the same 
evening, There were no actual breaches of 
the peace. 

CANADA isa very funny country, Not long 
ago in Prince Edward Island as two young 
men drove past a little boy on the road one 
snapped agunat him for the purpose of 
frightening him, with the usual result. The 
boy is dead, On Hallowe’en night in Toronto 
a butcher named Richard Stone secured a 
partly dissected female corpse from the medi 
eal school and hung it by the neck in front of 
the stall of a rival butcher where it was seen 
by passers by in the morning, Both these 
actions were funny, but if the perpetrators 
are punished as severely as they deserve the 
public will be better able to see the point of 
the jokes,

If the hundredth 
part of what Stead alleged is trne and not 
atitie of it has been disproved utter de 
struction isthe only purification possible, 
When men are jailed for denouncing crime 
it is a sign that the cup of iniquity is nearly 
fall.

SQUATTERS’ CLAIMS. 
Now that the minister of the interior has 
returned to Ottawa and, it is to be presumed 
settled down to the business of reforming 
the land administration of the North-West, it 
is the duty of both press and publio to keep 
prominently before his notice the necessity 
and propriety of the various reforms that he 
has pledged himself to, as well as others as 
needful but of which,owing tocircumstances, 
he was not able to satisfy himself in regard 
to during his trip through the territories. 
The necessity of attention being fixed on 
these laud matters lies in the fact that as Mr. 
White’s policy is a complete reversal of that 
which preceeded it, he has to eombat the 
more or less vested interests and prejudices 
created by that policy single handed, for it 
does not appear that any of the other mem- 
bers of the cabinet have in any way indicat- 
eda preference for his policy over that ot 
his predecessor. His case rests upon its 
righteousness but not less upon its expedi- 
ency. Itis to feared now that Mr. White is 
in Ottawa and he and the governinent are 
subjected to the pressure that will naturally 
be brought to bear by thoseinterests and pre- 
judices, in view of the approach of an elec- 
tien unless the course proposed by him can 
be shown to be both right and expedient from 
the standpoint ef political exigency it may 
fail to be carried out. To preve beyond cavil 
that that these reform would be of the great- 
est material advantage to the country should 
be the aim of every person and paper in the 
territuries, and not lews to make apparent 
that in case they are not carried out the po- 
litical result will he injurious to the minis- 
try. That if they are carried out not only 
will the country be more prosperous but the 
ministry be more likely to retain power, for 
after all that is the secret of Mr. White's con- 
cessions. Tosecure the concessions we want 
we must show to him that by giving us these 
is the only means by which to secure the con- 
cession he wants—that is supnort which will 
outweigh that of those whose interests are 
opposed to ours, that is the land-grabhers, 
Here at Edmonton we have a question 
which demands an immediate and eqnitable 
adjustment ; a question peculiar to the pio- 
neer settlements of the country, and one 
with which Mr. White had not the opportu- 
nity of making himself familiar during his 
tour-—the question of the rights of squatters 
before survey. Itis a peculiar fact that in 
this region the greater part of the settle- 
ment was made before survey, and it is only 
natural that the survey lines have created a 
contusion of claims alinost as great as that of 
touguesat the tower of Babel. Notonly had 
people generally settled without regard to 
survey lines or reserved sections, but a sur 
vey line which was run some years before the 
Aial survey, Which altered its location, was 
made was the means of threwing a large 
number of settlers entirely out of their cal 
culations. After several years of waiting Mr. 
Pearce was sent here to arrange these mat- 
ters equitably amongst the settlers and be- 
tween them and the government, such ar. 
rangement to be given effect by the decisions 
of the land board in Wianipeg. These decis- 
ions arrived here last spring, and so far from 
being an arrangement they in-very many in- 
stances made confusion worse confounded, 
while as tor equity, they bad not even the 
pretence of it. The one principle that seemed 
lto have guided the decisions was to cut 


quantity of land, eharging him the highest 
possible price for as much of it as possible,

Wherever possible neighbor 
has been set against neighbor in the hope 
that they will weary each other out and be 
glad to accept ary settlement for the sake of 
peace, while settlers before survey on H.B.C. 
sections have their existence entirely ig- 
nored, 

If after the promises he has made Mr. 
White is willing to have such injustice perpe- 
trated nnder his rule he stands convieted as 
the greatest fraud yot, for whereas ethers 
promised nothing and did nothing he prom- 
ised everything and did nothing. Butif he 
desires to see justice donein accordance with 
the professions he has made he will look 
carefully into this matter and see that de- 
cisions are rendered in accordance with jus- 
tice and the spirit of the land act, liberally 
interpreted. Let him 

1. Acknowledge the squatter’s right to the 
land he occupies to the exteut of 320 acres as 
homestead and pre-euption, if that amount 
of land was open for occupation at the time 
when he took up hisclaim,and in cases where 
for the sake of peace he has allowed others 
to encroach upon him allow him the remin- 
der of his $20 acres elsewhere, 

2. If he was in occupation of more than 
320 Actes, allow him) to purchase the amount 
over at $1 an acre, 

3. Protect the bona fide settler before sur- 
vey who finds himself on a reserved section 
of any character as though he were on a sec- 
tion open for homesteading.

Besides the committees mentioned in last 
issue a finance committee was appointed on 
Nov. oth as follows; Messrs. Jackson, Bed- 
ford, Reed, Wilson, Ross and Secord.
